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Continuation of 7: If the applicant files an appeal, the Amendment will be entered and claims 4, 5, and 9-1 1 will be cancelled. The 
rejection of the remain claims will stand without claims 4,5, and 9-11. 

Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
The applicant primarily asserts that Chang does not disclose bonding pads of the chip. However, the examiner feels that bonding pads 
are adequately disclosed since figure 6 shows that a wire (606) is connected to the chip (604). In order for an electrical connection to be 
made, the wire must be bonded to some type of connection on the chip. Such a simple diagram conveys that concept by showing the 
wires connected to the chip. In re the arguments against Liu not showing the second wires connected to signal contacts, although the 
applicant assumes that the conductive traces of Liu are not signal contacts, the examiner believes that conductive traces may carry 
power, ground, and I/O signals. Since Liu already designates layers 104 and 106 as power and ground contacts, the conductive traces 
108 are signal contacts. Therefore, the cited art shows all of the elements of the claims and the Final Rejection will remain.
